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DETAILED ACTION 

1 ; The new drawing of fig. 8A has been disapproved for having new matter. The original 
disclosure does not teach the specificity of the connection. 

2. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 5 and 6 are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. In a method of use claim, the claims must positively recite 
structures and steps. 

3. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lo Vico 
(3052895) in view of Lopes (51 10219). Lo Vico teaches a apparatus made of fabric (col. 2, In. 
17), with two separating zippers in a pull-down configuration as claimed. Lo Vico meets all 
claimed limitations except for adjustable shoulder straps. Lopes teaches that it is known in the art 
to provide shoulder straps. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
provide shoulder straps in Lo Vico as taught by Lopes to carry the bag easily. 

It is noted that the straps in Lopes are adjustable (col. 3, In. 64-67). 

With respect to the use of the apparatus for the purpose of harvested wild cargo, it is 
submitted this is an intended use. Recitations of the intended use of the claimed invention must 
result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
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capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of 
making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. 
See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and/n re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 
136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

As best understood view of the 1 12 matters above, claims 5 and 6 are also rejected. 
Regarding claim 6, note the plastic coating (col. 2, In. 19). 

Applicant's arguments have been fiiUy considered but they are not persuasive. The new 
claims do not read over the prior art of record. As set forth above, the claims mainly set forth the 
the use of the apparatus for the purpose of harvested wild cargo, it is submitted this is an 
intended use. Recitations of the intended use of the claimed invention must resuh in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use 
must resuh in a manipulative difference as con5)ared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 
576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 
(CCPA 1963). 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
